Shall the beauty, order and harmony existing 
among the various ranks and grades of being, 
be perfect here, and ingperfect hereafter ?— 
Shall by far the greater portion of animated 
being, who inhabit this lower worid, be struck 
out of existence, and an eternal blank be left 
in the realms above? The single fact that 
many human beings are losers by their exist- 
ence hete, being doomed by events, they could’ 
not control, to endure more misery than they 
enjoy happiness, is, to my mind, the strong- 
est moral argument for the future existence of 
man. Many of the lower orders of beings are 
equally doomed to be dvsers by their existenee 
in the present state: And _ shall infinite jus-

ples of justice and mercy never vary, and 
God will bestow them, without partiality upon 
all his creatures of every grade. ‘“‘ Shall not 
the Judge of all the earth do right?’

The only motive, therefore, which can be ya- 
tionally assigned for his creating any being 
whatever, is the benevolent wish and design to 
make it happy. No other motive could in- 
fluence’an all-wise, good, and perfectly happy 
being. Will he not execute his designs and 
carry into effect his own wise and benevolent 
purposes? His benevolent designs, it has 
beet said, will be frustrated by the voluntary 
abuse of the powers and faculties he has be- 
stowed on some of his, creatures: ‘Ihat many 
moral agents, by abusing theit liberty, will 
make themselves-unhappy in 4 gfeater or less 
degree, so long as they are vicions and con- 
tinue to violate the laws of fod, impressed up- 


existence and ultimately unhappy, is totally 
inconsistent: with the goodness and perfec- 
tions of-Deity.. The all-wise Creator, who 
formed the universe and its innumerable host, 
did not act at random in creating any being. 
He who bestows powers and faculties on all 
his creatures by weight and measure, must 


every possible consequence resulting from 
them. To deny that God, before he created 
any particular being could and must know, if 
he should create it, what use it would make of 
its powers and faculties, is to affirm, in une- 
quivocal language, that he is not omniscient, 
and does not possess so perfect a knowledge 
of his own works, as a skilful mechanic does 
of a machine heshas constructed. ‘ He that 
planted the ear, shall he not hear? He that 
formed the eye, shall he not see? He that 
teacheth man knowledge, shall he not know?” 
Is it reasonable to suppose that Gnd,-if actu- 
ated by wisdom and goodness would create 
any being whatever, that he knew at the time 
of creating it, would even by its own volunta- 
ry act, be finally miserable-and a loser by its 
existence? This would be wholly inconsis- 
tent with the on.y motive, which can reas- 
onably be assigned for the creation of any 
being Certainly no  benevelent man, 


erate author of such a deed. Shall we 
then suppose it possible that God, who pos- 
sesses infinite benevolence, would thus act ? 
We cannot without impeaching his good 
ness, entertain the thought. It is unrea- 
sonable to suppose that a wise and benev-. 
olent being would awaken, or excite to ac- 
tion, any powers or faculties,in his cre- 
tures, which he could not so far influence 
direct, ahd control, as to make ultimately 
subservient to their happiness, the great 
object had in view in forming them:— 
‘Lhere is-no rational being that ‘would not 
be grateful to the Creator for thus ezercis« 
ing his beneficent power. ‘‘Hitherto shalt 
thoucome, but no farther,” is the man- 
date of God, enjoined not only upon the 
Sea, bat upon all. the works of his hands.”

mob; and a disorderly rabble-headed by acer- 
tain gentleman, was got together, and led on 
toa disgraceful scene of confusion and disor- 
der.” Here the facts are better known, and 
the motives for misrepresentation will be duly 
appreciated. But it fs a duty-due to the char- 
acter of this respectable village, as well as to 
those who with unaffected reluctance were. in- 
duced to take a part in these proceedings,that 
the public mind abroad should be disabused 
of the-misconceptions to which, from these 
causes, it is exposed. The intention has 
been to represent the principles upon which 
the measures alluded to were advocated in 
the pulpit, and the subsequent measures which 
took place at the public meetings of the citi- 
zens, without exaggeration or unjustifiable 
coloring. 1f there be any error as to the for- 
mer, it may be set right by a publication of 
the discourses referred to, precisely as they 
were delivered, the circumstances which oc- 
curred afterwards can be substantiated by the 
united testimony, of the large assemblies who 
were convened on those occasions and it is 
believed. will not, as. to their substance at 
least, be seriously questioned by any.

STATEMENT, &c. ‘ 

On the first-Sunday of the present month, 
the Rev, Mr. Wisner, of Ithaca, presented 
himself to the citizens of Utica, as an agent of 
the society called ‘“*‘ The Genera!’ Union for 
Promoting the Observance of the Sabbath.” 
He preached two sermons on that subject in 
the church of the First Presbyterian Society, 
in which among other things, he stated that 
the affairs.of the church and of religion in this 
country were at present in avery low, un- 
safe, and despised. condition, compated with 
what they ought to be, afid must be,béfore the 
biessing of God could be hoped for or expect- 
ed upon our state and nation. - He reproba- 
ted in strong terms the rules in both our na- 
tional and state governments, in all ‘their 
branches, because they did not even affect to 
frame their measures or adopt any of their 
acts in reference to the glory of God or the in- 
terest and-exaltation of the Church ; that no 
man, in either ofr ‘state or national legisla- 
ture, would now dare to rise up and either ad- 
vocate or oppose. any measure, there pending, 
from a considération of its bearing upon the 
glory of God and the interests of His Church, 
since he would thereby become a subject of 
ridicule and reproach. That the time must 
come when all our public measures must be 
taken in coincidence with the church and in 
primary reference to her character and pros- 
perity. He spoke with much approbation of 
the period when, in the-days of -our-Puritan } 
forefathers, the leading members and elders 


in the affairs of the state. In immediate ref- 
erence to the late associations for enforcing 
the observance of the Sabbath, he stated, a-

was accomplished, at. the expense of. their 
property;-and if necessary of their lives. That 
the principle which they had adopted must be 
extended and carried into all the business and 
relations of life, and that, above all, they must 
be carried to the polls, until such only as fear- 
ed God and respected the cause of the church 
were in possession of our public offices. That 
the two opposing armies in the war which was 
to be carried on, on these great questions, 
were now arrayed, and the great battle was 
soon to be fought. He described ail those 
who appeared in opposition to. these views 
and schemes as presumptuous sinners, at- 
tempting to lay their “ ruffian hand” on the 
sacred ark of the Lord. 

This isa brief, but, it is believed, faithful 
sketch of the leading sentiments held forth in 
| his two discourses. At the close of which he 
notified a public meeting of the citizens, to 
be held at the church on Monday evening, for 
the purpose of organizing a society, auxiliary 
to the General Society for promoting the eb- 
servance of the Sabbath. 

At the appointed hour alarge number, com-. 
prising many of the old and respectable citi- 
zeus, attended, when they were addressed by 
Mr. Wisner, and a printed constitution laid 
before them, by him, for their consideration. 
No objection was made to any part of this 
constitution, except that part’ of the 6th arti- 
cle containing the pledge of the members to 
patronize only such lines of boats, stages,and 
other conveyances, as weré not suffered to be 
run on the Sabbath. To this, strong objec- 
tions were made and much discussion ensued, 
principally between Mr. Wisner arid a tran- 
sient Englishman, then in this village, on the 
one side, and a number. of gentlemen and 
citizens on the other. It soon becoming evi- 
dent that there was a large majority in the 
meeting for striking out this obnoxious part 
of the article, Mr. Wisner declared that it must 
be adopted as it stood, if at all, or it would be 
of no use, as it would be inconsistent with the 
corresponding article of the General Union. — 
and in reply to the several gentlemen who 
had very decorously stated their objections. to 
it, said in a-very warm and uncourteous man- 
ner that “‘ if what he had heard there that e- 
vening was a fair specimen of the principles 
and feelings of the village of Utica, he thank- 
ed God, or desired to be thankful, that he was 
not an inhabitant of it.” Upon this he was 
applauded, or understood to be applauded by 
the clapping of some, which was followed by 
the hisses of others, and a scene of some con- 
fusien ensued. After which Mr. Wisner de- 
clined giving any further explinations, al- 
though desired so to do, saying, that it was an’ 
assembly of a character which did not beéome 
him to address, “At the earnest request of Mr. 
Wisner’s friends,the meeting was, about 11 
o’clock, adjourned without day. On Tuésday 
afternoon pursuant-to a particular notice, a 
number of the latter. ey owe Fh much 
by themselves (it being intimated to allotherg’ . 
that their presence was tiot called for,) adopt 
ed and signed the printed “constitution” And 
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pledged, as prescribed by Mr. Wisner, with- 
out alteration or discussion of any sors On

Resolved, as the sense of this meeting, 
That all attempts to enforce, by temporal 
pains, penaities, or disqualifications, the ob- | 
servance of those moral obligations tor the 
performance of which man is aecountable on-| 
ly to his-Maker, are unwarranted by Revela-| 
tion, abhorrent to enlightened reason, and in- 
consistent with the principles and spirit ofthe 
free institutions of our country. 

Resolved, That amongst this class of du- 

ties is that which consists ina due sanctifi- 
cation of the Sabbath, and that to presume 
to prescribe authoratively to our fellow men 
the precise mauner or services in which such | 
sanctification shali consist, is an attempt im- 
practicable in its execution, repugnant to the 
rights of private conscience, and irreconcil- 
eable with the free exercise of civil liberty. 
. Resolved, That we full recognise and cor- 
dially reciprocate the sentiments set forth in 
the third article of the constitution of “ the 
General Union for the promoting the observ- 
ance of the Sabbath,”’ which is in the follow- 
ing words: * Article 2d. As the weapons of 
the christian warfare are not carnal, but spir- 
itual, the means employed by this Society ,for 
effecting their design, shall be éxclusively the 
iufluence of personal example and persuasion, 
which are arguments drawn from the oracles 
of God, from the existing laws of our country, 
and appeals to the consciences and hearts of 
men.” 

Resolved, therefore, That all associations 
or combinations having for their professed ob- 
ject the enforcement of the moral duties, be- 
fore mentioned, by attacks upon the business, 
the interests and the property of such of our 
fellow citizens who may decline to observe 
such duties in conformity to the prescriptions 
of such associations, are wholly unwarranta- 
ble in themselves, and destructive in their 
consequences to the peace, harmony and well 
being-of civil society.

The practice of celebrating the 4th of Ju- 
ly, we will not say in a religious, but in a sec- 
tarian manner, has risen within a few years,

every thing, and all occasions, for sectarian 
objects. If the design of these celebrations 
was only to fix the mind on God, as the-giver 
of every good and perfect gift, as the author 
of our Y ditical blessings, no reasonable. man 
could make objection to it; but we have seen 
sufficient reason to believe, that the high party 
spirit of the age has seized on the celebra- 
tions of this day, to accomplish its unworthy 
purposes. From a long display of the dan- 
gers to which our community is exposed, 
these pious orators invariably draw a conclu- 


-sion in favor of the virtual union of Church 


and State. This disposition to celebrate the 
day aside by themselves, in a new manner, is 
a. proof of their inclination to meddle with 
political things,. in their characters as secta- 
rians.,. They conjure up a thousand evils

sured that.in this indulgence of sin, they can- 
not be otherwise than unhappy and discon- 
tented. We are aware thatthe common opin- 
ious -of men are- trot in accordance with this 
sentimeut, as they_teach us that sin is more 
pleasing than virtue, and that great self-denial 
and severe hardships must be continually en- 
countered by him who strives to live a good 
and virtuous life. But with these we have 
nothing to do—farther thanto lament that 
mankind should be.deluded by such errors, 
and that, generally, they do not possess suffic- 
ient discernment to discover their inconsis- 
tency and their direct contradiction of the or- 
acles of divine truth. 

The sentiment we have advanced istfully re- 
cognized in the words of our text :—‘ For 
God shall bring every work into judgment, 
with every secret thing, whether good or 
whether evil ;” and it-s as fally believed and 
advocated by the society of Religionists, whose 
Universalism, 

as been charged with opening the flood,gates 
of iniquity and letting loose the passions a1! 
evil propensities of the human. heart. Bot, 
that this is not true, we appeal to the reason 
and the experience of every candid mind—nay. 
we appeal directly to the sacred oracle itself. 
That it is in complete accordance with the

T'hat the 
Bible abounds in precepts and ductrines ef the 
purest nature, and the best that could possi- 
bly be framed to promote the peace and ad- 
vance the moral condition of man, is certain ; 
it is a fact.conceded by its most viru- 
lent opposers, and attested by the experi- 
ence of thousands. This fact should lead us 
to coniorm our lives and practices to its dic- 
tates, remembering that God is just and will 
reward and punish us according to the merit 
or demerit font actions. Wis.
